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GENERAL REMARKS. 


In presenting our annual report of the schools for the year, 
we are able to say that their condition is, in the main, satis- 
factory—very encouraging so far as the center schools are con- 
cerned. The advantage these schools have in their greater 
number of pupils, in their well trained and experienced 
teachers, is very apparent. The condition of the outlying 
schools, with very few exceptions, is not satisfactory. So long 
as the public cling to the idea that it is desirable to sustain 
schools on account of their convenience in point of distance, 
regardless of their size and of the quality of the teachers em- 
ployed therein, we cannot expect good results. We are unable 
to perceive a single advantage connected with these small and 
feeble schools, not even the reasonableness of the argument 
that they enhance the value of real estate where they may be 
located. If these schools could be maintained at a cheap rate 
it might be an argument in their favor, but they encounter the 
double disadvantage of having poor service and of being very 
expensive, the cost per scholar, for instance, in No. 1 being 
$12.80, while in No. 3 primary it was only $3.47. 

There has been no change of teachers in the high school 
during the year—a very gratifying condition, resulting proba- 
bly in much better progress, the public examinations at the 
close of the term giving indications of good results and pleas- 
ant relations between teachers and pupils. All the other 
schools in No. 3 were also well conducted and are at the pres- 
ent time in a very satisfactory condition. Owing to insuffi- 
cient numbers, the grammar school at lower Ashuelot was sus 
pended during the winter term and its members transferred to 
the grammar school at No. 3 in the center. This arrange- 
ment was started as a temporary one to save cost and to secure 
the advantage of a larger attendance, the number of pupils 
not appearing to be requisite to warrant us in continuing it. 
It is our earnest hope that there may be a prospect of an in- 
crease of numbers sufficient to permit us to resume this school 
at the former location. 
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The board have been subjected to considerable incon- 
venience in making out their report, by the failure on the 
part of many of the teachers to properly make out their regis- 
ters, especially on the part of those who are beginners in 
teaching. It may be considered difficult by many teachers to 
properly make out a register, but we feel that if all those who 
have any intention of teaching in town would make an effort 
to attend the teachers’ meeting, which is held before the com- 
mencement of the spring term, where the register question is 
fully explained, and would also study carefully the instructions 
given in the register, this serious fault of imperfectly made up 
registers might be avoided in a great degree. 

We find that there have been during the year, 4,919 days 
of absences in our schools; that seventeen scholars have at- 
tended three terms during the year without being either absent or 
tardy. It has always been a question, why certain scholars 
are always prompt in their attendance at school, while others 
under very similiar circumstances, are so very irregular. 
Sickness may, in some degree, have caused this bad record, 
but we believe if proper effort had been made on the part of 
scholars and parents to overcome this evil, the number would 
have been largely reduced. In this connection, it may be of 
interest to mention the excellent record of attendance on the 
part of several scholars who attended school No. 21. The 
teacher, Miss Thompson, has taught this school seventeen 
terms. During this time, Marcia Pickett has been perfect in 
attendance sixteen terms ; Susie Pickett, fourteen terms ; George 
Pickett, thirteen ; Wiley Pickett, eleven ; Lottie Perry, eleven ; 
Lettie Perry, eleven; Sam. Thompson, ten; Guy Thompson, 
seven; Grover Thompson, four. 

We think that the text-book and supply law has not proved 
to be of so much benefit to the cause of education as we be- 
lieved it would be at the time of its adoption. We believe it 
fosters a spirit of dependence on the part of scholars and 
makes them less careful of the books entrusted to their care 
than they would be were the same their own private property. 
In many cases teachers are at fault that they do not exercise a 
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more careful supervision of the books entrusted to their care 
for the use of the pupils. We think on the whole that a 
repeal of the law would be advisable. As it now stands we 
believe that the the teachers should be held accountable for 
every book passing through their hands. 

At the last annual meeting of the district, an appropriation 
of $1,500 was voted for general repairs of school houses, 
without any specific instructions in regard to its expenditure. 
While many of our school houses have been recently con- 
structed and furnished, and were in very fair condition, it is a 
fact that for lack of care and timely repairs, some of the larg- 
est and most important ones had become shamefully dilapi- 
dated. In the exercise of our judgment in the expenditure of 
the appropriation, we decided to repaint such as most needed 
it, which were in Nos. 1, 3, 8, 20 and 21. The school house 
in the center village was by far,in the worst condition, inside, 
of any in town, and in fact had become positively dangerous 
to inhabit, by reason of falling plastering and dangerous 
draughts. We decided to make thorough repairs on this 
building, and have sheathed all the rooms and the hall with 
ceilings of southern pine, also repainted all the woodwork in 
the building and repapered the hall, high school room and 
primary room. Having done this and having put all the other 
school buildings in town in fair condition, we found that there 
was considerable of a margin of our appropriation left, and 
believing that the voters intended the money to be used for the 
purpose specified in the vote making the appropriation, we 
decided to reseat the high and grammar school rooms. We 
believe the repairs made will convince any reasonable and 
intelligent person, who was acquainted with the previous con- 
dition of the house, that the district’s money has not been 
squandered, and we confidently desire your inspection and 
verdict. 

Number 8, which was supplied with the old, much whittled 
wooden benches, for seats and desks, has also been reseated 
with the same modern style of seats and desks used in the 
Center Village, and we believe the change will be duly ap- 
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preciated by teachers and scholars, if not by the inhabitants 
of that locality. More seats have been supplied for Nos. 6, 

13, and 19, which were needed, in consequence of an increase 
in pupils. 

_ The school buildings and property are now, in our estima- 
tion, in far better condition than ever before, and we believe 
will compare favorably with that of any town in the county. 

There is but one thing lacking to make the conditions 
worthy of the importance of the subject, and that is more 
room in the Center Village. We believe it to be poor econ- 
omy for the town to pay rent for a recitation room which is 
every way ill adapted to its needs, and we know that the efh- 
ciency and discipline of the high school is sadly impaired 
thereby. Having in former years brought this matter to the 
attention of the voters, we leave it now for their intelligent 
consideration. 

We would respectfully recommend appropriations: for the 
coming year as follows, to be raised by taxation :

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REMARKS. 





In submitting our financial report, a few words of explana- 
-tion may be in order. We have found the amount of money 
appropriated by the town for ordinary expenses inadequate for 
the same. The heavy showers of last June undid the work 
of repairs which had been done, in some parts of the town, 
making necessary a considerable addition of labor upon the 
highways. The icy condition of the roads this winter, lasting 
for weeks, and followed by heavy snows, was adverse to 
retrenchment in this department. 

The new system of balloting necessitated the employment 
of election officers, and the purchase of booths. 

The payment for electric lights is made semi-annually. 
The sum which was virtually due on March 1, 1892, ($375 
for three months) but not to be paid until June 1, 1892, was 
inadvertently omitted from last report. The rent now accrued 
March 1, since the last payment, is $400, one new lamp 
having been added by vote of the town. ‘This last item of 
$400 is reported among the liabilities in our present report, 
which, with the additional expense of any former year, makes 
the difference of about $1,050. Were it not for this item, 
the indebtedness of the town would be considerable less than 
last year. 

The board of selectmen have not acted upon the vote of 
the last annual meeting, relating to the purchase of a town 
farm. No appropriation having been made for that purpose, 
it was thought best to defer the matter. We recommend the 
buying of a new road machine, as the two old machines are 
practically worthless. We invite your attention to Article 17 
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of the warrant; the bridges there spoken of, are doubtless un- 
safe. With a slight alteration of the text, we quote a familiar 
passage : 

‘s What is done, is done; 

Would it were worthier.”

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 





To the honorable board of Selectmen of the town of Win- 
chester : 

Gentlemen,— We herewith have the honor to submit to 
you our report as board of health for the current year. There 
have been cases of scarlet fever in some ten or fifteen families 
and seven deaths resulting. These cases have ranged from 
lower Ashuelot to the village of Winchester, with some isolated 
cases outside the villages. Three cases of diphtheria have also 
been reported to us. We have placarded the houses where 
these diseases occurred, and did all in our power to isolate the 
afflicted people and stamp out the contagion. ‘There have 
been no recent cases and we hope there will not be another 
outbreak. However, we request the citizens of the town to 
be vigilant in using all possible means to prevent its spread, 
should it again appear with the return of warm weather. 

We regard the locality on Broad Brook, at lower Ashuelot, 
with much suspicion, as it is a peculiarly favorable place for 
such diseases to lurk, and we cannot see how the place can be 
permanently benefited, without the construction of a sewer to 
the river, as we have in former years recommended. 

In view of the almost certain visitation of our country this 
year, by Asiatic cholera, the secretary of the state board of 
health enjoins the hearty codperation between the local boards 
of health and the citizens of their respective towns, to the end 
that all possible sanitary precautions be taken as the best safe- 
guard, not only against Asiatic cholera but all kindred dis- 
eases, and we hope the citizens of Winchester will take all 
due care in this regard.

Of the above named volumes, commencing with the Amer- 
ican Agriculturist, all were presented by Mrs. Helen F. 
(Granger) Allen; also a Visitor’s Record Book. 

The library has received, besides, quite a number of vol- 
umes from other private donors, and a large number from the 
United States and from the state of New Hampshire, which, 
from lack of opportunity, the lbrarian has been unable to 
catalogue and place upon the shelves for distribution. 

During the year the library has received from Mr. Pliney 
Jewell, of Hartford, Conn., a fine portrait in oil of the late 
Hon. Marshall Jewell, who was a native of Winchester, and 
who held during his life the honorable positions of Governor 
of the State of Connecticut, United States Minister to Russia, 
and Postmaster General of the United States. 

The exact number of books now belonging to the library, 
fit for delivery, is unknown to the librarian by reason of the 
uncatalogued donations, and quite a large number of books 
found to be unserviceable, when they were removed to their 
present location, some of which last may be rebound, but 
many of which will be found to be entirely worthless for 
library purposes; these books should all be carefully exam- 
ined, and such as are of value rebound, and a new catalogue 
printed, as those now in use are obsolete and practically of 
little value. 

There has been delivered to the public, during the last 
eleven months, 6,194 volumes, an average of 563 volumes per 
month. We learn from the records that the first eight months 
of its existence as a public library, there were issued an aver- 
age of 426 volumes per month. This shows an average gain 
of 137 volumes per month. 

The first annual report of the committee of the Winches- 
ter public library was issued in 1877, and contains the follow- 
ing items of information and suggestions which we think will 
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bear repeating, viz: ‘* The Washington Library Association 
of Winchester was chartered in the year 1813, and from that 
until January, 1876, had a circulating library, which was 
accessible only to the members of said association; and in 
order that all citizens of the town might have the benefit, of 
said library, voted at its last annual meeting to present their 
library to the town, on condition that the town appropriate a 
sum of money, not less than three hundred dollars each year, 
to maintain the same in suitable condition for circulation, and 
to add books from time to time thereto.” 

‘¢ The town at its last annual town meeting voted to accept 
of the said library from the Washington Library Association, 
on the conditions named by the association, and appropriated 
the sum of three hundred dollars. We would ask of the town 
a liberal support in the way of funds, believing that the town 
will receive in the end a hundred fold interest for the funds 
invested in its public library, in the intelligence it will give 
her sons and daughters who make constant use of this library.”

REPORT OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 





The trustees of the Public Library of Winchester, in 
making this, their report to the town, beg leave to state that 
whilst accepting the trust you placed in our hands, we were 
not unmindful of the important duties and the grave responsi- 
bilities committed to our care. 

As has been stated in the report of our librarian, a library 
was established in the town of Winchester, in the year 1813, 
eighty years ago. But it was a private library belonging to a 
corporation, and only share-holders were entitled to the free 
use of its books. This organization continued till 1876, a 
period of sixty-three years, when its share-holders voted to 
relinquish their rights to the town, provided the town would 
accept the same, and make an annual appropriation of not less 
than three hundred dollars, to maintain the Same in a suitable 
condition for circulation, and to add books from time to time 
thereto. 

This condition it seems the town has always met, having 
in each succeeding year appropriated the three hundred dol- 
lars, except in the year 1886, when an appropriation of three 
hundred and fifty dollars was made. 

In 1876, the town provided for a library committee, con- 

sisting of three persons, who were appointed annually by the 
selectmen to superintend, in all its features, the library, and to 
expend the annual appropriations for the same. _ This method 
of management, continued till 1892, a period of sixteen years, 
when the town, at its annual meeting held March 8, 1892, 
voted to establish a ‘‘ board of library trustees,” consisting of 
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five persons, the same to be appointed by the selectmen, one 
to serve for one year, one to serve for two years, one to serve 
for three years, one to serve for four years, and one to serve 
for five years, and annually thereafter, to appoint one person 
to serve for the full period of five years. In accordance with 
this vote, the selectmen appointed Dora E. Swan, Mary E. 
Smith, J. Grace Alexander, George W. Pierce, and Willard 
Hammond, to serve respectively for the period of one, two, 
three, four, and five years. 

On the second day of April A. D. 1886, Ezra Conant, of 
Boston, in the state of Massachusetts, indicted an instrument 
which he called ** his last will and testament,’’ which after his 
decease was probated on the twelfth day of November A. D. 
1888, in the county of Suffolk. This will recites as follows: 
‘¢T give and bequeath unto my said trustees, the sum of fifty 
thousand dollars, in trust, however, for the following uses and 
purposes, that is to say, to receive, invest and take care, cus- 
tody and control of the same, and to collect the gains, income 
and profits thereof, and to pay over in semi-annual payments, 
or oftener, if in their judgment it is deemed expedient, the net 
income, gains and profits thereof to the said Helen F. Gran- 
ger, for and during her natural life and no longer, and at the 
decease of said Helen F. Granger, then I direct my said trus- 
tees, or their successors, in said trust, to pay over said princi- 
pal sum of fifty thousand dollars, and all increase thereof, if 
any, to the town of Winchester, in the state of New Hamp- 
_ shire, for the purpose of purchasing and maintaining a public 
library, provided, however, and upon the express condition, 
that said town shall, within six years after this will shall have 
been duly proved and allowed in the Probate court, erect a 
suitable brick or stone building, in the central village of said 
town, for the sole purpose of a public library.” 

On the twelfth day of November, 1888, Eben Alexander 
and Phineas R. Smith, executors and trustees, under the above 
mentioned will, conveyed to the selectmen of Winchester, bv 
letter, the announcement of the above recited facts; and on 
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the twelfth day of March, 1889, the town practically voted to 
accept the bequest, and to construct the building, which has 
been so far completed and furnished as to permit of its occu- 
pancy for library purposes, since June, 1892; though there 
still remains for its completion, mantles for each of four fire- 
places, and suitable water closet accommodations. ‘These are 
imperative wants, particularly the last, as every one must 
know without our reciting the particular reasons. There also 
remains the furnishing of the reading rooms with suitable, 
apparatus for lights, the furnishing of the fireplaces with fix- 
tures, and one of the reading rooms with tables. When these 
are completed and supplied, the library building will be com- 
pleted except for such casual and slight wants, as may readily 
be met from any reasonable annual appropriation, for the 
maintenance and care of the public library, and the building. 

During the year we expended for permanent improvements 
the sum of $541.45 (see report of treasurer), exceeding 
the appropriation for these purposes by the sum of $41.45. 
This amount came from the ordinary lhbrary appropriation. 

Under the head of ordinary library appropriation expendi- 
tures (see report of treasurer), it will be observed that the 
amount expended for care of library building, fuel, lights, etc., 
amounts to $146.22, whilst the total expenses for the same 
purposes, including rent, in 1892, was $64.00, the net increase 
of cost being $52.22. The trustees believe that an annual 
appropriation for ordinary library purposes, should be made 
sufficiently large to meet the ordinary expenses of running the 
library, under its new conditions, and allow of the gradual 
completion of the required improvements. It is certainly 
manifest that an annual appropriation of no more than $300, 
will allow a very small sum to be applied to the purchase of 
new books, or the repair of old ones. 

During the year the board of education applied to the 
trustees for permission to occupy one of the rooms in the 
library building, for their purposes. The trustees after care- 
fully examining the will of the late Mr. Conant, so far as it 
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relates to the bequest to the town of Winchester, came to the 
unanimous conclusion that that clause in the will, that reads 
as follows, ‘‘ erect a suitable brick or stone building in the 
central village of said town for the sole purpose of a public 
library,” forbade any other use of the building, than for a 
public library. We so informed the board of education, say- 
ing at the same time, that if the board could secure the opin- 
ion of any reputable legal authority, that our construction of 
this clause of the will was forced or wrong, we would most 
gladly reopen the case and reconsider the whole matter. Hearing 
nothing, however, from the board, we believe that they found 
our position, the only one we could safely, so far as the trust 
is concerned, assume. That our construction of this clause 
of the will is not forced, is shown by the following extract 
from a letter dated Boston, Jan. 12, 1889, from Eben Alex- 
ander, one of the trustees of the will, to the selectmen of 
Winchester. ‘‘In the event of other trustees having the 
charge of the funds when it should come into your hands, it 
will be well that no cause be given, which would in any way 
make trouble. The element of safety for such an. institution 
is to be considered, and it might be questioned whether the 
use of the building for other purposes would not impair the 
security.” 

During the year the library received a portrait in oil of the 
late Marshall Jewell, which we believe every citizen of the 
town will feel honored by the possessing. We are also assured 
of at least three other portraits of the sons of Winchester, 
either by adoption or birth, at no very distant date. The 
trustees believe that in time the library will become the depos- 
itory of a very large number of such portraits, and we hereby 
extend an invitation to the friends and relatives of all such 
who have become in any manner identified with Winchester’s 
progress, or have become prominent in any of the varied 
walks in life, to donate portraits of such to our public library, 
where they may remain as a perpetual reminder of their emi- 
nence and worth. .

ART. 8.—To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for the care and improvement of Evergreen cemetery for 
the ensuing year. 

ART. 9.—To see if the town will vote to pay the firemen 
anything in addition to which is allowed them by law. 

ArT. 10.—To see if the town will vote to establish and 
name as Howard street, that new highway recently built on 
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the west side of the Conn. River Railroad, commencing near 
the house of Mrs. Janette Fairbanks and ending near the 
house of Charles Jackson, or act in any manner thereon. 

ArvT. 11.—To see if the town will vote to establish and 
name as Lawrence street, that new highway recently built, 
commencing near the house formerly owned or occupied by 
Humphrey Eaton, and running easterly to Mechanic street, so 
called, or act anything thereon. 

ART. 12.—To see if the town will vote to establish and 
name as Bridge street, that new highway recently built and 
commencing near the tannery on the east side of Ashuelot 
river, and running westwardly to and across the Conn. River 
Railroad to the new highway running from or near Mrs. 
Janette Fairbanks’ to near Charles Jackson’s, or act anything 
thereon. 

ArT. 13.—To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to light, heat and care for the public 
library building, or act anything thereon. 

Art. 14.-—To see if the town will vote to build a concrete 
walk from the northeast corner of the hotel, easterly to the 
east line of lands of George F. Howard, raise money there- 
for, or act anything thereon. 

ART. 15.—To see if the town will vote to pay Mrs. D. 
F. Smith thirty-five dollars, damages received on highway 
between her house and the village, or act anything thereon. 

Art. 16.—To see if the town will vote to buy a new road 
scraper, raise money therefor, or act anything thereon. 

Art. 17.—To see if the town will vote to rebuild the 
abutments of the bridge near the house of Ansel Field; also 
the bridge near Edward Barber’s, raise money therefor, or act 
anything thereon. 

Art. 18.—To see if the town will vote to relay the sewer 
with larger tile, from the river across the highway near the 
house of N. E. Stevens, raise money therefor, or act anything 
thereon. 

Art. 19.—To see if the town will vote to build a new 
road, commencing near the Coombs bridge and running north- 
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easterly to a point in the road near the house owned by James 
Marsh, near the railroad crossing, raise money therefor, or act 
anything thereon. 

Art. 20.—To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
highway leading from the new road recently laid out from 
near the house of Mrs. Janette Fairbanks, to near the house 
of Charles Jackson, to the Ashuelot railroad. 

ArT. 21.—To see if the town will vote to purchase a farm 
to be made a home for the poor, to raise money therefor, or 
act anything thereon. 

ART. 22.—To see if the town will vote to exempt from 
taxation for a term of years, any additions or improvements 
that may be made the present year at the Fuller dam, by 
Ansel Dickinson’s Sons.
